Standing Notices. 

Communicants moving into this Parish, or out of 
it, should never fail to comply with the following 
most important Сапоп Јам of the Church: «А com- 
municant removing from one Parish to another 
shalt procure from the Rector (if any) of the Parish 
of his last residence, or if there be no Rector, from 
опе of the'wardens, a certificate, stating that he or 
she is a communicant in good standing ; and the 
Rector of the parish or congregation to which he or 
she removes shall not be required to receive him or 
her as a communicant until such letter be produced.” 

Attention is called to the Rubric before the office 
for the '' Visitation of the Sick," which reads : 

^^ When any person is sick, notice shall he given thereot 
to the Minister of the Parish.” 

Оп due notice being given, the Clergy are always 
ready and desirous to visit ‘‘ those who arein trouble, 
sorrow, need, sickness, or any other adversity 
and to administer the Holy Communion to such as 
by reason of sickness or other infirmity are prevented 
from coming to the Church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for Baptisms, Marriages or 
Funerals, at which they are expected to officiate, 
The Church is the proper piace for each of these 
offices, and should always be used for such purposes, 
if possible. 


Parents should remember the Rubric of the Prayer- 
Book touching the Baptism of Infants : « The Min- 
ister of every Parish shall often admonish the 
people that they defer not the baptism of their 
children longer than the first or second Sunday after 
their birth, or other Holy day falling between, unless 
upon agreat and reasonable cause. And he shall 
also warn them, that without like great cause and 
necessity they procure not their children to be baptized 
at home in their houses." 


‘Those who desire о connect themselves with the 
Parish, or strangers wishing to be called upon, should 
hand their names and addresses to the Rector, or his 
Assistant. 

* Parishioners are requested to give prompt notice of 
any change of address to one of the Clergy. 


‘The Clergy can be seen after any Church service, 
by those who desire to consult them in regard to 
spiritual matters ог Church work, 


When Teachers expect to be absent from Sunday- 
school, they should either provide a proper substitute, 
ог notify the Superintendent early, that he may do во.

We print below the Bishop's Leter, calling а 
special Convention of the Diocese to meet in our 
parish Church, February 4th, to elect a Bishop 
Coadjutor; and also the Prayer pnt forth by the 
Bishop to be ured both in public and im private for 
Divine guidance in this solemn and important 
election. The good Bishop of Pennsylvania has 
been eminently faithful and diligent in the discharge 
of the laborious dutics of his sacred office, and the 
work has proved beyond his strength. His rohust 
health has given way under the heavy strain. He 
has had а very serious sickness, and while we rejoice 
that his life has been spared, and that he is steadily, 
but slowly, regaining his health, he should never 
agaia attempt all the Episcopal work that is needed 
in this great Diocese, We are glad that he has asked 
fora Coadjutor, and that be has assigned to the айо 
antin particular foll charge of all Diocesan Missionary 
work. This will offer to the new Bishop an inviting 
field for bold aggressive work, worthy of the highest 
lulents and of the best administrative abilities. 
For such work in this—the Second Diocese in 
the Church—we need a ‘godly and well-lesmed 
man” of бе rst rank, intellectually, spiritually, 
and practically. or the future Bishop of this great 
and growing city we ought to have а man of mark 
and power, as a preacher, an organiser, and a leader 
of men. We ask, therefore, that all readers of this 
paper will unite in offering with all their hearts the 
prayer for God's guidance in this emergency. 


THE BISHOP'S LETTER. 
Тив Вьпоғэ Koows. 
Purtanerenta, December 26, 190 
Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity : 

It has long been recognized by all of us that to 
attempt tn fulfill adequately the responsibilities rest- 
ing upon the Bishop of this Diocese imposes a burden 
which few mea, at most, аге able to bear. 

Attention ta this fact has been focnsed by the sud- 
den prostration which came upon your Bishop six 
weeks ago, reducing him instantly ta a condition of 
physical helplessness, induced, as eminent physicians 
have declared, by overstrain of work and care. 

The recovery frum this “attack, of which the phy- 
sicians gave hope, has, by the favor of God, been 
proceeding day by day. 

Bat it is also the opinion of the physicians that 
permanent recovery is possible only by continued 
relief from overstrain, and that this can only be 
secured by the appointment of one who will share 
with me the obligations and privileges of the admin- 
istration of this great Diocese. 


The Standing Committee has heartily concurred in 
this expression of opinion by the physicians, and in 
a letter of touching sympathy has advised me to take 
action along the direction suggested, and to do this 
without detay. 

1, therefore, in accordance wiih the provisions of 
Article Ш of the Constitutior, hereby call а Special 
Convention to meet in the Church of St, Luke and 
Epiphany, in Philadelphia, on Tuesday, the fourth of 
February, A. D. 1903, at eleven o'clock A. M., for the 
purpose of electing а Bishop Condjutor of this Diocese, 

Title J, Canon :9; Paragraph s of the Digest re- 
quires that the Bishop of a Diocese in giving consent 
tu the élection of а Bishop Condjotor shall state the 
duties which he thereby assigns to the Bishop 
Cosdjutor, when duly elected and consecrated, 

In compliance with this provision Т hereby state 
that the duties assigned hy me to the Condjutor of 
this Diocese will be: 

First, The superintendence and charge of all 
Diocesan missionary work, save Ма! the appointing of 
Missionaries will be shared. 

Second, The sharing of the Confirmation appoint 
ments, and of all other Episcopal services, as Conse- 
rations, Ordinations, etc. 

‘Third, Taking the place and duty of the Rishop in 
connection with certain of the Institutions of the Dio- 
сезе, presiding at Meetings, etc., as may be arranged 
between us. 

Fourth, it is my earnest hope that in all the work 
of the Diocese there will be hearty mutual co-operation 
oa the part of the Bishop Coadjutor and the Rishop, 
and that we may work together with onc heartand one 
mind.

This month, copies will he mailed to city ad- 
dresses in the hope that they may be fortunate enough 
to find themselves forwarded to the summer addresses: 
ой those who have nol us yet returned to town. Another 
month copies will merely be placed in the pews, . 


The enlarged and altered form in which the paper 
appears is the result of a suggestion made by опе of the 
Quapel's Board of Governors. Formerly even when the 
Church bad its conthly paper, the Chapel had its 
“Weekly; but it was small and provided space by far 
toa scant to serve tho end desired, namely, to report 
past work and to announce future plans. This new ap- 
portionment of space seems better. Again. by having 
the two bound up together a better vpportamty is 
given for both Church and Chapel to knaw morc of one 
another's aims and efforts. 


The pictures which stand at the heads of the four 
colttnins on two pages are there through the kindness 
‘of anc member of the Vestry- one who is always doing 
kiud things of his own. At his own expense he sent hi 
‘own photographer to take the photographs from which 
these wood-cuts have been made. In form and char- 
acter they are both an advantage and an ornament; they 
take up less space than the old ones did and are much 
more faithful reproductions.

To the People of St .Luke and the Epiphany, 


1 have been asked to submit here in print, by way of 
repetition, а condensed statement of a few of the 
things that I attempted to say 10 yon at the рагай 
meeting on last Thursday evening. д 

T know, of course, that it is bad policy аз well as in 
bad taste ever to disclose the too intimately personal 
affairs of a parish, and particularly so to talk too 
much about money; but in view oï what hax seemed to 
me to be in part misunderstanding and in part mi 
conception, both of the financial strength and of the 
financial responsibility of this parish, L decided that 
this silence might be broken with discretion once. Rot 
only once. I shall not speak of these things here again. 

Except to restate two general facts: First, the "iu: 
come" of this parish, which consists of two things, 
“interest upou endowment” and “pew rents,” and 
which amounts to about $27,000 а year. i. e. $21,000 in- 
come and $foo pew rents, in all needed to meet an al- 
most exactly corresponding item on the opposite side 
ӘР the ledger, "fixed expense account,"—$s000 in an- 
nuities, $5000 to the Epiphany Chapel, $5000 to musie 
and the remaining dosen thousand dollars to рау а 
dali a dozen salaries and must not be thought of as 
something that сап be drawn upon то ti 
ой, ог even to supplement, "contribution: 
more, these expenses will from year to year increase, 
and so correspondingly mnst the sum-total of the pew 
rentals also increase. ‘This will be necessary. : 

But, secondly, this parish, being thus in a cundis 
tion financially able to meet year Бу year in this way 
this expense budget, which ба so many other parishes 
must, in йз turn, be provided for, ог at least supple- 
mented in part by special contributions, is at present 
able, by rare good fortune, to devote all the money 
given by mode of contribution t» objects other than 
its own immediate expenses, Now, this is a rare priv- 
ikege, indeed. 1 am thankful to he able to say to the 
congregation every Sunday: “Y onr offerings arc asked 
im по case for uses in any sense commonplace or 
commercial, but in every case ior some object essen- 
tially charitable of benevolent.” 

‘The first of these two facts must not—it simply must 
not—ever be so construed as to lessen the feeling of 
compulsion on the part of every one of us to give, 
through these channels of beneficence, just exactly ай 
that we are able to give. Ou the other hand, this 
very sense of privilege must constrain us—it mus 
порезе oblige, о give of our substance just 
that mnch the more because we are giving it, not back 
to ourselves, bnt ог always ко others. 

With this fact in mind I have arranged for this year 
in advance the schedule of offerings jor all those 
Sundays and other days upon which service shall be 
held throughout that season of the year between All 
Saints’ Day and Trinity Sunday, which this year i 
between November first and June cigbtcenth, I in 
tend lo print these month by month rhis winter in 
"The Parish Helper,” placiu in ome group the "крс. 
cial objects" for. the month ahead and in another the 
amount of offerings” made during the month past, 1 
believe that this deserves to be done in the intercat 
of clearness aud definitencss, and that when it is done. 
the onc group will make their one appeal; the other 
group their own acknowledgment. 

‘There are two special things of which T spoke the 
other might, regarding’ which, а word each, First, 1 
am anxious, as 1 naturally would be, as the Vestry arc, 
and as you all are, to see the sum total ai the pew rents 
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increased. 1 should be sorry to have this church spok- 
сп of cither as а "Irec church" or as а "rented pew 
church.” 1n reality it is neither, and that because it is 
both. "The pews in the gallery have always been either 
ree or the rental at most only nominal, will 
continue to be so. The pews in the body ої the 
church arc, and normally ought to be, all rented. 
prices of these range according to their size, location 
ind general desirability all the way down irom what 
is a normal sum to what is also а nominal one. They 
are for rent, of course; either as pews or as single si 
tings, or as groups of sittings, and the range of prices 
for ail is carefully graded. 1 these pews and sittings— 
downstairs alonc—were all rented the sum-total would 
‘be about $12,000 a year. As it is, under present condi- 
tions, that sum is about ova. This is not enough. 
At is out of proportion to the size of the church, to the 
Size of the congregation and to the amount ol ex- 
ense entailed in rendering the year’s services in 
Vbureh. ОГ course, it goes without saying that I have 
то desire to urge beyond their means any who would 
worship with us; that were Базе, indeed; nor to have 
fas, as а congregation, fail in any act of courtesy to- 
ward strangers who would be our guests; that were 
сусп worse. But 1 do submit to all those whose 
church home this is that, in so [ar ax it is possible, it 
is in every way desirable that, in this well-recognized, 
long-established and wellregtilated way, they should 
carry whatever they can of the burden of the serv- 
ices’ yearly expense- about $325 а week. 
_ In the second place, T am equally anxious to have 
ihe Communicant List of the parish just as full and 
complete and accurate as possible. 1 cannot, of 
course, go to the point of demanding that all those 
who make a practice of receiving at this altar rail shall 
actually be enrolled members of this parish proper. 
Seme are transients in the city; some are attached to 
distant parishes by ties of sentiment they would out- 
© in breaking; some are pew holders in two places, 
and hence communicants in both, ct, etc. But T do 
make the request that, iu cases where it may be ex- 
pedient, and where there is по good reason why it 
should not be donc, persons coming bere and finally 
deciding, or having long ago decided, to make this 
their church home, bring to me letters of transfer from 
that parish, wherever it may be, among whose mem. 
bers their names have last been enrolled. 

And one word about the services in church them- 
selves: Jt may not be generally known, ог it may 
have heen forgotten by some. that there js in the 
church ап carly cclebration of “+ Holy Communion 
every Sunday morning at oc... The attendance 
at this service is very small. T believe that the privi- 
lege of thus beginning the day in this way ought to 
appeal to many, and that the opportunity of commun- 
ing at this hour ought to be appreciated by many who 
find it inconvenient ii uot impossible to stay through 
Ше entire period of the 11 o'clock service on the first 
and third Sundays of the month. 1 

Again, it may be that it is noi generally known or 
remembered that there is а brief weekday service every 
Wednesday and Friday morning at 11 o'clock. Also 
that we have begun this year to make the attempt to 
observe the Saints’ Days of the Calendar by having a 
service on the mornings of the days upon which these 
fal. Now I have no desire to force these services 
upon you, nor any wish to have them merely for their 
own sake. They are for your sake, and the hours are 
for your convenience—if you wish to have them, ‘The 
only test of your wish that I can think of is the fact 


‘of your attendance or non-atrendance upon them, Up 
to this point this year this attendance upon practically 
pone of these weekdays would have justified the hold: 
ing of these services. T have not discontinued them, 
however, because 1 realized that the season of the 
year during which { have been an observer has not 
een the season when a large attendance could be ex- 
pected, But we will soon have reached a point in the 
year where this will become а test. 1С these services 
Are not attended 1 can only decide, and that without 
either rebuke or complaint, that they are not desired, 
and, therefore, not needed, and must discontinue some. 


"The Sunday afternoon service has becn a problem 
or consideration all by йзей. These 4 o'clock serv- 
ices lor Lhe winter, beginning with (he first of October 
and planned to contiuue perhaps until June, are now 
wel under way, The service differs from the morn- 
ing one in that the scrmon is purposely relegated and 
given a lese important place, being shortened by a 
halí in length, while the music is purpusely made more 
important, and consequently its rendering is prepared 
ior with even more care than that for the morning 
service, But И is not entirely a musical service. It is 
meant to be about an hour in length, aud in this hour 
the attempt is made to bold the four elements of wor- 
ship in due balance: the music, the reading of the 
Scriptures, the saying of our prayers together, and а 
iew words of comsel in the form of a fiiteen-minute 
address.

Lent accentuates the fact of the comunity life. There 
may be times when the individual man i driven as it 
were into the wilderness, when he must be alone with bis 
Cod to face the great facts of life, Bul not to every тап 
does: this come, nor often to any man; but more often 
the feeling of commun origin, common destiny and cam- 
тол need drive men together and cause them to seek 
from the common Father the things each man needs for 
himself, and can get, he feels, only in common with his 
brother man, God meets man theough man; speaks to 
ш through men, and is revealed to men by тап. One 
stick will not burn; two may; three will burn more 
readily. while the many will burn freely, even Gercely. 
Ла Lent men are praying and are struggling against 
temptations in an especlal manner. “Habits are being 
grappled with and overcome. The earnest and persis- 
tent prayer of all is “Deliver us from evil," and all men 
are praying and all men are fighting, and when men are 
thus engaged it is the time of all others that offers advan- 
lage to us. 


There is one thing that Lent surely is mot. It is not a 
time in which to recover from a year of effort or in any 
way to make up for lust time, Tf the world of fasion 
feels constrained to give up some of its actitvity, and 
mse the time lo recuperate Írorh ils excesses, or if any 
bave the idea that Lent is a means by which one can 
by a few days of extra care or sacrifice pay a year's ob- 
ligation, let us at least put the thuaght away. Lent is 
for one class only, Tt is for the dissatisfied, It is for 
those who have а longing to sec God, and are willing 
and glad to have a time when in common with kindred 
souls they may strive for yarity of heart. Tt is for those 
who reach ont for a better expression iii themselves of 
righteousness, for those who “Hunger and thirst after 
righteousness;" itis tosuch that Lent appeals, itis to sich. 
she speaks and fo suck she offers bor days. She re- 
minds them that if they ask, they shall receive; if they 
seck, they shall find; if they knock, it shall be opened 
o then,

TO THE PEOPLE OF ST. LUKE 
AND THE EPIPHANY. 
My Die Ferenns:— 

T desire in this column this month, 
instead of writing one letter in one vein, to set forth 
im short paragraphs a few announcements such as T 
hope may claim your attention—announcements of such 
a nature as Т do not like to make 100 often or at too 
great length on Sundays from the chancel. If you will 
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read them all and note them T will be both gratified and 
grateful. 


‘The first of these in order as of importance is, of 
course, regarding the new chapel, the dedication of 
whose’ altar, reredos, windows, hangings, ete, finds 
place in this morning's All Saints Day service. This is 
done to-day because of the appropriateness of the season, 
the whole work of reconstruction having been a labor 
of love and the result, as heretofore, hereafter, "In 
Memoriam, The initial use of the new altar will be 
the carly celebration of the Holy Communion on next 
Sunday morning, November the fifth, at eight o'clock. 


Tt is my purpose, beginning on that Sunday, to have 
the early service—the eight o'clock service—each Sun- 
day in the chapel instead of in the church. Beginning 
on Friday of next week, November the tenth, the Litany 
will be said in the chapel cach Friday at eleven 
o'clock. And beginning on St, Andrew's Day, Novem- 
her the thirtieth, there will be а celebration of the Holy 
Communion in the chapel on each Saints’ Day at eleven 
clock. These will be the uses of the chapel for the 
present: early celebration cach Sunday, Litany servie 
‘each Friday and Holy Communion each Saint's day. 


And, now that so fitting а place is provided, T have no 
longer any hesitancy in urging more of you to attend 
these services. Last year 1 did have; the place was not 
Suitable and the services could not be made what 
they deserved to be. This year they can. The carly 
service on Sunday provides opportunity for many per- 
sons to commune who find it irksome or impossible ta 
remain throughout so long a service as the one at 
eleven o'clock must perforce often be, The Litany ser- 
vice each Friday is well worthy of the time required to 
attend it, especially inasmuch as the hours af meetings 
of committees and societies can so easily be set for that 
morning also just before or just after this hour and 
thus сап doubly justify one journey to the church. ‘The 
Saints! days make their own appeal, 


And please do not misunderstand the use from this 
time on to be made of the larger room, of which the 
chapel is but part. This use will be precisely the same 
as formerly, Only one-half of it will be used аза 
chapel and that only upon occasion, At other times, the 
whole, as one large room, will be used ior exactly 
the same purposes this year as other years. To all in- 
tents its structure is not altered, nor its usefulness im- 
paired; only its appointments have been changed. The 
Doreas Society began its meetings here last week, and 
continue to meet on Tuesday of each week through- 
out the winter, 


Speaking of which, by the way, this society needs, as 
do all the other working organizations of the parish, 
this year as every year, a number of new workers. By 
the other o of course, the Altar 
Society, the Woman's Ausiliary, the teaching force 
vi the Sunday-school, etc, cte, in short, аЙ those 
groups of names which appear month after month on 
that page appointed for them in the Parisi Feret 
should be steadily enlarged. There is always а place 
vacant and ready for any person in the parish who will 
volunteer to do any form of parish work. Will not 
those—and there ought to be many—who have the time, 
ability and inclination thus to take part in this work 
volunteer their services and will they not please do it 
soon? If they will speak either to myself or to Mr. 
Steinmetz or to Sister Mary or to Mrs, Stafford a place 
Will be found for them. 


Beginning this month I expect to print again each 
month, this year as imt, a list of special objects for 
special offerings throughout the “Season,” that is, from 
All Saints’ Day to Trinity Sunday. It is entirely alk 
able to remind you that, for the past half year, practice 
ally speaking, yon have been asked for mo special 
amounts of money and that therefore 1 may take twice 
the liberty in urging you, during the coming half year, 
to make those offerings twice as large as they would 
otherwise have been: or, im other words, just exactly: 
as large as in every case they may need to be. 1 ham 
never hesitated—and 1 hope I never shall—to tell you 
as plainly as | can the needs of special objects. When 
this is done the raising of money for these objects is in 
mo sense thereafter a personal obligation on my part, but 
оп yours. T ат but your spokesman and administrator, 
1 would fail in my duty, however, if 1 did not remind 
you repeatedly that, in the traditions, resonrces amd ent 
dowment of this parish we have a goodly heritage and 
that we must prove worthy to inherit it, 


As some of you may not know or may not realize, 
the four o'clock Sunday afternoon service has been res 
sumed, The service this year, as last, consists of short- 
ened form of Evening Prayer, anthem, and a brief ad- 
dress, the effort being to comprise the whole within 
about one hour. T hope it may appeal, of course, this 
year, ав every year, to strangers, to persons living iu our 
immediate neighborhood who do not attend church any- 
Where else, and to those,—members of other congregatione. 
~ Who live too far from their own places of worship to re 
turn a second time there, but 80 near that it шау be a 
privilege for them to come here. ‘They will be welcome 
and a place will always be made for them. Bat this 
is not sufficient reason why more of you yourselves 
should not attend this second servite. The service last 
year did not receive the patronage from you that it 
deserved. True, conditions improved slightly аз the 

ear went on, but they should improve more markedly 
this year. I have been prevented from attending this 
year up to this date myself, because of having to preach 
in the evenings at the Epiphany Chapel, From this 
point on, however, this will not be necessary. L expect 
lo begin again on the first Sunday in November a series 
of ten minute addresses, the subject cach day to he 
determined by suggestions placed by those who will be 
good enough to do so in the Question Box in the vesti- 

of the church. 1 bespeak your interest and your 
participation im this service and im this series of 
studies. 


One other thing which I hope it may not seem too 
personal to announce by way of forecasting mere 
features of the morning services in church next month. 
Under ordinary circumstances T shrink from announcing, 
themes of sermons: I think nothing could be more vul- 
gar than some such announcements of some texts in 
Serin daily papers. "Bt this is not dey paper, 
neither were the circumstances ordinary cirenmstanees, 
under which, within the past six months a course of

forning Prayer, I have decided, after taking coun- 
th a number of persons, to discontinue the cele 
bration on these third Sundays, and to try to emphasize 
that much the more the importance and the value of the 
carly service each Sunday and the opportunity likewise 
afforded by the Saints’ Days. If it should come to seem 
to any considerable number more desirable to have the 
carly service each Sunday a little later than it is at pres- 
ent, we may, possibly at some time in the future, change 
the’ hour of this service from eight to nine o'clock 
AS many of yon already know, and as others who ha 
since come into the parish as strangers will be interested

The home is full of in- 
mates to the limit of its capacity, and is full for the 
first time in many years, of inmates all of whom cither 
рау or have guaranteed for them, the little sum of ten 
or twelve dollars a month, which оез toward paying 
their board. Several new managers have becn clected 
to take the place of several others who have either re- 
signed or are absent from the city and the outlook for 
next year’s work isevery thing that it should be. 


‘There are two new departures in the doing of our 
work here regarding each of which I would like to 
speak at the length of a parrgraph, They are tasks 


which | have asked Sister Mary to take up and I can 
only hope that she will succeed in accomplishing the 
results she desires provided that you help her. Hut I 


am confident you will; for I am equally confident that 
they are two things that ought to be done. 


First, I am anxious to have her organize into some 
sort of working body, and to lead and direct in their 
work, a group of young ladies in the parish. Of those 
Who it seems to me should be members of some such 
Organization, there are two or three dozen whom I сап 
think of, and who will recognize themselves in propor- 
tion аз it seems to hem that they are qualified to do the 
work which it seems to me would ће such an invaluable 
work if dote, ‘They might call themselves, for example, 
a Parish Aid Society; they might meet once а month for 
purposes of organization and for the laying of plans; 
they might, when such seasons аз ‘Thanksgiving and 
Christmas come round each year, take charge of special 
benevolent work; they might conduct, throughout the 
Winter, as certain of them are already doing so admir- 
ably, the Saturday morning industrial school for poor 
children; they might, during Lent, for example, pursue 
courses of missionary work or of missionary study: 
they might, in short, do any one or many of those hun- 
dred things which similar organizations do im other 
parishes and which will from time to time suggest 
themselves when the organization has once been formed. 
Sister Mary has already had one or two meetings with 
iy of these young Indies as she already knows the 
ff, Will not others—and I am sure there are 
many more—who care to know more ahont the scheme 
she has in mind, please make themselves known to her 
and allow her to Jay her plans before them. 


The second of these things that I have asked her to 
do is to organize, and if possible, to teach herself, a 
Sunday afternoon’ class of small children—children of 
about the same age as those who already make up Mrs. 
Stafford’s Sunday afternoon infant department of the 
Sunday-sehool. Tt has been a matter of surprise to me, 
ever since I came to the parish, to notice how few of 
the children of your own families attend Sunday-school, 
either here or any where else, and a matter of especial 
perplexity to know how and at just what hour and un- 
der just whose tutelage very litile children can best he 
brought together and instructed to real advantage in the 
rudiments or elements of those things which I am sure 
we all agree "a Christian ought to know and to believe 
to his sous health.” Т know how really eager parents, 
and especially young parents, are to have their children, 
their very little children, instructed їп these very mat- 
ters; but at the same time Т cannot help but know, and 
that because so many of you have so often told me, that 
уоп are profoundly skeptical of certain forms, too often 
prevalent, of typical, average, modern Sunday-school i 
struction.

matter of offerings, I сап see plainly that there has been 
Jack of clear understanding on the part of many about 
the "Envelope System.” 1 do not wonder when 1 see the 
system. 1 think it has been too complicated. 1 want 
tù try, theretore, to make the system uself more simple 
and in doing this T believe it will make itself plam. 

the whole matter can simp.y be put in this way, In 
every congregation of church people, whether these 
eue worship m what be called а church or a chapel, 
there are two kinds of moncy contributed, that as to s 
money contributed lor twa purposes: lor the payment 
oi church expenses and for the doing of church work. 
lo put it differently, we may say that опе sum of 
money is given, lor the maintenance of services, the 
other for the doing of charitable and benevolent work, 

Now, in most congregations, the first of these sums 
is given in the form of "Pew-Rents;" the second 15 
given їп the form of voluntary contributions, ar of so- 
called Open Offerings, This means that the first amount 
is determined definitely once а year but that the second 
is a variable quantity or amount. Where it is nor ex- 
pedient to adopt the method of pew-rents, ie, in places 
where it is an advantage to people to be allowed to рау 
this first or fixed sum in small weekly instalments, in- 
stead of in one whole sum once a year, the “Envelope 
System" is used, But the principle remains the same 
first we pledge ourselves for a certain sum toward the 
cliurch’s annual experises—those expenses which come 
im the form of salaries and wages and bills, all those 
expenses which would go on even if nothing else 
were dome. Having done this, we are not ready to stop 
but only to begin the giving of voluntary contributions 

Now, just a word regarding the amounts of money 
which it seems to me it ought to be possible for the 
people at the chapel to give in both these ways. Last 

p Espen ning the chapel 

es, it, salaries, repairs, bills, water-rents, gas- 
Fonts, electric-ighling, heating, cleaning, organ tuning, 
etc, ete, was abont $7000. This year it will probably 
be more: Certain salaries are higher and many repairs 
have been needed. The people who worship at the 
chapel gave, in ай, through the “Envelope System" 
last year only $107.18 of this amount. The rest had 
io be supplemented from the general income of the 
whole parish, ĉe., from income on endowment and from 
pew-rents at ће home church. This makes it seem to 


me that we are not giving a large enough proportion. 
T would like this year to see this $1074 doubled in 
plédges in the envelopes. Our communicant list num- 


hers 325, yet T find that not even a hundred persons 
are subscribers to the Envelope System. I hope th 
year we сап do much better.

THE NEW CHAPEL. 


‘The way in which our new chapel is filling that very 
need which existed for it, and the manifold amd ser- 
viceable uses to which it is being put is so gratifying 
to the Rector that he feels sure the people will be pleased 
and interested to have the number and importance nf 
the services and meetings held there set forth for their 
notice, The early Sunday celebrations are attended, 
upon an average, by a dozen communicants, The Saints’ 
Day celebrations at eleven o'clock and the Friday Litany 
services at the same hour have claimed about the same 
attendance, The religious service for St. Luke's Guild, 
held once а month upon a Thursday evening—a half 
hour service in the chapel, after they have finished both 
their work and play downstairs—has been attended or- 
dinarily by about a hundred members. The number of 
these services, together with the fact that the choir re- 
hersal is here on Friday evening each week and that 
there are meetings of the Altar Society, the Woman's 
Auxiliary, etc. ele, once а month means that the chapel 
is being used not only frequently but almost daily, 


TO THE PEOPLE OF ST. LUKE

My Dear Fuss — 


Please allow me, in one word at least, to say, "Thank. 
you.” for both the amount and the spirit in whieh, during. 
the past month, you bave made your offerings in church. 
Not only, and not even chiefiy, for the amounts—these 
have been merely normal, and such ав, of conrse, might 
be expected—but especially for the cheerful and hearty 
way in which you have responded this month, as every 
former month, to every request Т have made, and have 
complied with every suggestion T have offered. 


‘The first Sunday, you gave in Communion Alms, 
$131.10, Inasmuch as we carry, throughout all the year, 
about $50 worth each month of "Pensions" and small 
fixed charges in the form of little bounties and gifts of 
alms to a couple of dozen poor families, and inasmuch 
as, during half the year—the summer half—the congrega- 
tion dwindles so, it is necessary to double this sum on 
those Communion Sundays during the other half of the 
year—the winter half—when the congregation doubles. 
"The second Sunday 1 asked you for an offering to sup-

plement the Open Offerings those who worship at 
Epiphany Chapel make from time to time to carry on the 
Parish House work done there. For this you gave 
$134.17. On the third Sunday you gave, to be placed at 
the disposal of the newly-organized Parish Aid Suciety— 
the society of young ladies organized by Sister Mar 
to aid in various endeavors in the Parish—$roy.t4. This 
fund they have already begun to expend. Last Sunday 
was the one on which it bas been customary for many 
years to take the Annual Offering for the South Con- 
Vocation. Those who were present gave about $700, 
about a dozen famities—who were the only 
represented in church that day— | wrote notes of re- 
minder on Monday. They have already responded in

As special objects for the three Sundays of this com- 
ing month, following the Communion Alms Sunday, 1 
have selected three institutions, all of which have for 
many years past received of your bounty in the form of 
an annual offering each; The Church Home at Angora, 
the Lincoln Tnstitution and the Seamen's Mission, The 
first of these has long been well known to you all—cer-

can say from my own knowledge of the work done there, 
both that the object is a worthy one and that those who 
carry on the church's work and worship at that Mission 
station are competent and efficient, This Mission re- 
cives no aid from the Convocation, as such, but is sup- 
ported solely in other ways. АШ three of these institu- 
tions deserve all the help we can give them 


And inasmuch as this entire letter seems destined to 
bbe about money, let me add one other paragraph on the 
same subject, yet in somewhat different vein. 1 think I 
ought to speak а word of warning, or at least of caution, 
to you regarding any possible solicitation that ma 
to you, or may have come, or may yet come, from irre- 
sponsible persons asking пу thing 
in the name of this Parish, or on the ground that you 
are members of it. If such appeals ever come 10 you, 
it is safe to take it for granted that the persons making 
them are irresponsible; for they will never wo to yon 
at my suggestion, nor with my approval, ог рег- 
mission.

To The People of Epiphany Chapel: 


My Dear Frexns 

Inasmuch as T am desirous that the few things I am 
able to say, from month to month, in this allotted space 
may indeed be a help, allow me, please, to confine my- 
self to a very few definite matters. First of all, I would 
call your attention to a golden opportunity that із at 
hand, and is already being seized by а few. To the de- 
vont churchmen there are few places about which cluster 
so many sacred memories and holy aspirations as about 
the altar of our God. There we have taken our joys and 
our sorrows; there we have met in spirit with the loved 
ones on carth and the loved ones above; there we have 
breathed the sweet communion of saints; there we have 
realized beyond the power of tongue to tell, the blessed- 
ness of many truths. It would seem therefore a holy 
privilege to be able to honor our God and the memory 
of our loved ones in one act. The method of so doing 
that T am thinking of is that of placing flowers on the 
altar, Sunday by Sunday, by special persons as especial 
memorials to their own loved and lost ones. I would 
like to have, say fifty of you, avail yourselves of this priv- 
lege, and give the flowers to adorn the altar on the fifty- 
two Sundays, and thus memoralize our loved ones, Will 
you not please think carefully of the significance of such 
a memorial? Flowers are the symbol of the resurrection 
life, In memory of those who died looking forward, 
with faith to the resurrection, we place these on the 
Altar of Him who is the Resurrection and the Life, 

Several dates have already been assigned. T trust that 
you will speak with Miss Lewis or Miss Brannix, of the 
‘Altar Society, or with me about this matter. You may 
bring the flowers or bring the money with which to pro- 
cure them. The latter is the preferable way, because an 
annual arrangement with a florist makes it more satisfac- 
tory to buy them all at one place, "here must, of course, 
he a limit put npon the price paid for these memorials, 
in order that there may he uniformity about them week 
by week—so that the one with limited means may rank 
equally with him of unlimited means, ‘These memorials 
are given to the church, After they have heen placed on 
the altar, they are at the disposal of the Vicar, After 
the Service they will he distributed to the sick of the 
Parish or taken to the hospitals, where they may carry 
cheer and hope.

Let me call your attention, also, to one other matter. 
То quote: "A communicant removing from ane parish. 
to another shall procure from the rector (if апу) of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no rector, from 
one of the wardens, a certificate, stating that he or she 
is a communicant in good standing: and the rector of 
the parish or congregation to which hc or she removes 
shall not be required) to receive him or her as а соме 
municant until such letter be produced." — The idea ie 
hot to entice anyone from any other church, but to lave 
you really and vitally connected with the church where 
You at present worship, Your sentiment, which links 
уон to the parish where you once have worshiped, but 
Where, by force of eiremustances, you cannot now, will 
not be shattered by your taking a letter of dismissal 
there, that you may be a living member of the parish 
here, where you can and do worship. The sentiment will 
not be weakened by taking your letter, The bond for 
the new church home can be strengthened, and the con- 
gregation be strengthened by your membership, You 
say that you are only temporarily located here. "That is 
always so in a world of change. We live in the present. 
Be members while you are present, where you are pres 
ent, When you are no longer able to worship with us, 
ask for your letter from us, 

Will you not also please remember that 1 am always 
ready and desirous of visiting any who are in "trouble, 

need, sickness, or any other adversity,” and to 
ster the Holy Communion to such аз by reason 
ickness or any other infirmity are prevented from 
coming to the church—if only T сап know of it 

T find, to my astonishment, when I become familiar 
ith all the facts of the case, that last year only scventy- 
en persons in all were actual contributors to the En- 
velope System. Ont of our 3 
and even out of the number of those who make up ont 
average Sunday congregations, this number was dis- 
proportionately small. But Т also find, upon having 
opportunity to bring the matter plainly hefore you, one 
by опе, as I am trying to do as speedily as ever T ean, 
that you are ready to co-operate with me in this, the 
chiefest of my desires at present—namely, the doubling 
at least during this year, of the number of persons who 
participate їп the Envelope System of contributions 
contributions for the Maintenance of Services. 1 already 
have thirty-two new pledges, I would like to have 
least as many more, and that as early in the year a 
possible. Last year the Chapel people gave, through the 
Envelope System, less than $1,000 of $0000 vaguel 
speaking, needed to pay the actual expenses of maintai 
ing the services here. | think we ought to ће able ta 
give more, and already 1 believe I see this year the pos- 
sibility of doubling this amount, Will you not please 
any of you who worship here regularly, but do not 
regularly бооно реак to me about this, receive 
these envelopes, and thus begin to contribute? 

Feeling confident of your desire for successful achieve- 
ment in our mutual work here at the Chapel, I therefore 
look for your co-operation along these lines.

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reduced membership of the Board, through death and 
the resignation of several of its members, it was deemed 
expedient to discontinue its meetings and formally to 
disband as а Board of Governors in order that the Vicar 
might gather around himself several men who, because 
of their activity and interest in the welfare of the Chapel, 
he might organize into a “Vicar’s Advisory Committee,’ 
Зо that he might advise with them as to the ways and 
means of accomplishing larger results for the better con- 
dition and for the general details of the Chapel's work. 
Tt was suggested at first that the Board of Governors 
should continue to exist until such time as the Vicar 
had made up the Hoard of Advisors, but after disewssion 
it was decided that he would be less hampered if, at 
once, the Board of Governors should disband and the 
Vicar be left free to select the members of his own com- 
mittee, 


T wish also to say а word in explanation of the recent 
change in the make-up of the choir, t became evident 
to me, almost immediately upon coming to the Chapel, 
s not what the situation required. 
Upon mentioning this, 1 was reminded that the mu 
was perhaps as good as could be expeeted, considering 
that the choir was a volunteer choir, To this Г agreed, 
but when, at the end of the first month, the bills came 
in to be Ò. Kd, and 1 learned that the choir was not a 
volunteer choir bnt that 5 s members were 
on salary, 1 at once resolved to have either a volunteer 
choir outright, or a paid choir, and not a mixed condi- 
tion of affairs from which nothing positive could he ex- 
acted. While waiting for the time to ripen for this 
change, although I had mot decided that such a time 
Бай arrived, the sudden resignation of Mr. Bailey as or- 
ganist, seemed to make a seasonable opportunity for the 
reorganization af the choir, thus enabling us to put it 
on a permanent paid basis, making the quality of the 
voice and the ability lo read music the requirements for 
membership, regardless of sentiment, thereby eliminat- 
ing all possibility of dissatisfaction. "This we have al- 
ready partially accomplished, Im making up this choir, 
it is my first desire, that, in so far as it is possible, the 
members shall be drawn from our own congregation. 
Persuant to this desire, 1 anmonnced, and would here 
announce again, that I would welcome any memibers of 
the congregation who are willing to, have their voices 
tested, T wish many might sneceed in becoming mem- 
bers of the new choir. The choir will not be perman- 
ently made up for two or three weeks from this date, 
but after that time we are confident that our music will 
be entirely satisfactory. In this additional expenditure 
of money to enrich the service, we are trying to give evi- 
dence of our appreciation at the hearty response made 
to my several appeals for increased offerings through the 
envelope system, As the offerings inerease, so may the 
beauty of onr services be enhanced. 


‘Your response to my letter of last month for memor- 
ials of flowers to be placed upon the altar, has been 
most gratifying, In another column of the "Helper,"

First, that ever since I have been with you I have 
tried to bold consistently amd absolutely to the prin- 
ciple of using ошу your money in the doing of your 
charity. This is why T have refrained from ever hand- 
Jing one dollar of the church fads proper—i, е, endow- 
ments, interest and pew rents. These must not be eon- 
fused with, nor made to take the place, пог do the work 
of Poor Fund, Rectors Fand, ete. Т ean do this kind of 
work only to ihe extent that yon are willing to make me 
your almoner, I will administer, and try to administer 
wisely, just what you yourselves will place in this fund. 
T merely remind you that this is the season of placing it

1 
am sure that you all share my gratitude to the Rector 
amd Mr. Steinmete for their valued services, especial y 
When we are cognizant of the extra effort entailed at this 
busy season 

The dividing point in our journey up to Jerusalem is 
cof the sad journey, Before the journey is further tra 
versed, it will be well for each of us to stop and survey 
the road behind and to look forward to the road ahead, 
We should see to it that this solemn season should he 
one of positive profit to our souls. 

The exhilaration attendant upon the beginning of the 
journey through Lent has worn off, Keeping Lent has 
become to many а matter of indifferent routine. The 
all too frequent failure to keep our first resolves has 
made us indifferent, and we are tempted to give up fure 
ther effort, and to lapse into discouraged indiffercnee, 
leaving conquest for another Lent. 1 would call your at^ 
tention to Him Who first trod the weary way, "lle set 
His face steadfastly to go up to Jerusalem” The last 
of the journey was the more difficult, but it was the 
biter anguish of that last Holy Week that gained for 
lim the victory and gavecns nur Redemption, Let шз 
go steadfastly forward, refreshed by the pause by the 
Way, with firmer resolve to aecomplish now, while it is 
to-day, and not leave achievement for another season 
We, like Him, can see through the fature struggle and 
gloom of Holy Week the glorious Easter that shall last. 
We know that the joys of Faster are dependent upon our 
Proper use of the Lenten season, He who would en- 
joy the calm must be tossed in the tempest Let us 
gather up the fragments that are left to ns of Lent, that 
nothing be lost. 

Already we catch the harmonies of the Easter mes- 
Sage telling us the angelic tidings, “He has risen,” and 
already we are anxious to see that the foral decoration 
of the altar and chancel shall he adequate to the great 
joy that shall reign in all hearts on that glad Easter 
mom, We are sure that this opportunity: to show forth 
our belief in the Resurrection of Him by giving our 
Bowers to bedeck His altar will not be allowed to go un. 
used, For Easter Day, all the flowers that shall be used 
in the church must be given. If you desire to give 
money, that flowers may he purchased, this you may do 
by putting it in ав envelope and depositing it in the 
Alms box in the vestibule of the chapel. If you prefer, 
you may hand your offering for this purpose to à mem. 
ber of the Altar Guild. There will he по flowers pur- 
chased out of the chapel funds. Persons who will lend 
potted plants for the occasion are requested to attach 
Their cards to them, marked, "To he called for,” and de- 
liver them at the Parish Fouse. Plants so lent may 
he had on Monday following. i 

No allusion has been made to your Easter offering, 
and for the reason that the offering too often becomes 
the central thought of the Easter Feast and, conses 
quently, the main endeavor of Lent. This is largely 
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due to a certain carelessness nf thinking concerning 
Faster, It is а time of high endeavor on the part of 
each, and the need that seems most pressing is most 
generally selected for the object of the offering. We are 
largely victims of circumstances. Financial deficits or 
church repairs are most often the objects. 1t has always 
been saddening to me to see a congregation so far for 
get the spirit of the day as to put its attention upon the 
offering, and especially when the object was a selfish 
one. The offering should he a proportionately large om 
for the joys of the day and all the attending circum 
stances are proportionately greater than any feast of the 
year, But if the offering is the resuit of self-denial and 
eflort for Christ, does it not seem robbed of much of 
its spiritual worth to the individual and the congrega- 
Чоп if it is used for selfish ends? Am I not right 
saying in a large majority of cases the object of the oí 
fering is а selfish one? Should we not at this time 
the spirit of This стібсе and exhibit it in th 
ject of опг offering, as well as in our gifts? The Е 
offering then will he for something outside our own 
Vorders-for the good of others. On this great feast He 
liberated humanity from the Unraldom of the grave 
Should we not endeavor to have all men everywhere 
sayed? Let our gifts then be spem се for 
others. You ench have some worthy church work in 
mind, at home or abroad, that you are desirous of aid- 
ing. Envelopes will he deposited in the pews for your 
offering, and you will mark the object upon it, If you 
do not have а special object in mind, you need not mark 
the envelope, and all those mmmarked will be placed in 
а fund known аз the Vicars Diseretionary Fund, and 
will be spent in the canse of the Gospel

As in the case of my other letter, in the other half of 
the Parish Helper this month, there is available only one 
column of space and 1 can speak therefore of only one 
subject. 

In the departure of Mr, Hathaway during the past 
month, I have once more Tost an assistant and you have 
again lost a viene, Tam sorry for both, Т аш especially 
sorry, of course, that such a change has had to come at 

‘But under all the circumstances it has been 
inevitable. He was called to a large aud important work 
and simply felt that he had to go. lt is an honor that 
the Vestry of Grace Church, Lockport, New York, have 
done him in asking him to be their sector, May he соп 
fer an equal honor upon them. 

"When a man in the ministry is offered promotion to an 
independent rectorship from an assistantship, to а parish 
with two chapels of its own to direct instead of one 
chapel of another parish to serve, called to a congregation 
of seven hundred communicants from another of two 
hundred odd, and to the administration of au annual con- 
tribution budget of a dozen thousand dollars instead of 
one of a couple of thousand, he has neither choice nor 
option. In proportion as he is asked to do larger than 
smaller things he must consent, Te is a definite call and 
he must respond. 

‘Six months is a very short teru of office in any parish 
—too short for any man to make many intimate acquaint- 
ances or to form many deep attachments, even to gain 
many clean impressions, In this case even this short 
term was unfortunately cut into two still shorter ones by 
his absence from his work for one full month—and that 
in the season of Lent, However, those of his friends who 
had opportunity even iu that time to come to know him 
even in a measure had come also to be fond of him per- 
Aonally and to measure his ability. They all join in 
wishing him God-speed in his new work, 

T necd not speak to you iu this connection of that 
which you already know, namely of my own resolve to 
withdraw for a time from my special work at the church 
and to come here lo do myself the work at the Chapel, 
Neither do 1 need to tell yon the reason for this: it is 
that yon may never have cause to feel that the work at 
the Chapel is neglected or slighted but rather that I 
esteem it of exceeding great importance, One thing 
however 1 would speak of aud that in terms of a definite 
request. Ibis this: Tmean for these several weeks to 
spend my entire time, Sundays aud week-days, at the 
Chapel, and of the latter both day and evening. Will 
not those of you who have anything you would like to 
discuss in relation to any feature of the work on worship 
here do this with me directly, I hope to find time to 

isit many of you in your homes, Will you not also 
please come to tte study in the parish house and visit me
